LONDON,  Nov.  13  (AP). — Stanley

"London  has  been  largely  Instru- 
mental In  financing  Oermany  for 
ten  years,  enabling  her  to  carry  on 
her  trade  and  pay  her  reparations."

MUCH  CONCERNED 

The  Minister  of  Labor  said  that 
the  Federal  Qovernment  having 
agreed  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of 
relief  works  In  British  Columbia, 
because  of  the  situation  In  the 
Pacific  Coast  Province,  "was  natur- 
ally much  concerned  to  find  roughly 
16,000  men  employed  on  provincial 
road  works,  of  which  only  about 
2.400  had  been  drawn  from  the 
urban  centres," 

It  was  not  until  October  28.  Sen- 
ator Robertson  said,  that  the  un- 
employment relief  works  programme 
for  British  Columbia  was  submitted 
to  the  Federal  Government,  and 
two  days  after,  on  October  30.  pro- 
vincial and  municipal  works  to  the 
total  amount  of  83,780,000  were 
approved.

FOUNDATION  FUND 

Discussing  the  formation  of  such 
a  body,  the  speaker  pointed  out  that 
In  order  to  have  such  an  organiza- 
tion it  was  essential  that  there 
should  be  a  foundation  fund.  This 
was  provided  for  by  the  guarantee 
shareholders,  who  got  no  higher 
returns  than  the  ordinary  share- 
holder until  perhaps  In  later  years 
of  Its  history  when  the  business  had 
attained  enviable  standing.  There 
was  a  tremendous  lot  of  work  neces- 
sary on  the  formation  of  an  asso- 
ciation. In  the  placing  of  mort- 
gages it  was  necessary  to  exereiae 
the  greatest  care 

The  mortgages  were  on  the  amor- 
tization plan,  so  that  in  returns 
both  principal  and  Interest  were 
being  paid.  While  the  interest  rate 
was  somewhat  high,  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  this  was  paid  only 
upon  the  unpaid  principal,  which 
was  being  reduced  all  the  time. 
SAVING  PAYMENTS 

Along  with  the  mortgage  pay- 
ments there  were  saving  payments 
required  of  the  mortgagee.  The 
coupling  of  these  two  made  the  in- 
vestments safe.  One  of  the  great 
advantages  of  this  system  was  that 
it  encouraged  citizens  to  own  their 
homes.  In  times  of  crisis  the  sys- 
tem that  was  followed  provided  for 
extensions  to  be  made  which  helped 
out  the  situation.

In  hLs  address  to  the  Jury.  Chief 
Justice  Morrison  stressed  the  point 
that  the  existing  Judicial  system  had 
as  its  principal  object  the  protection 
of  the  individuals  right  to  liberty. 

One  of  the  favorite  expressions 
used  by  those  not  satisfied  with  ex- 
isting affairs  termed  the  Judicial 
system  as  capitalistic.  Such  people 
referred  to  capitalistic  Judges  and 
capitalistic  courts,  whereas  the 
whole  trend  of  the  court  system  was 
to  safeguard  the  Interest  of  those 
citizens  brought  before  it. 

The  present  circuit  system  evolved 
after  many  years  was  an  achieve- 
ment of  democracy,  said  the  Judge. 

He  pointed 'out  that  the  strikers 
might  be  lawfully  on  strike  and 
might  have  every  Justification  for 
such  action,  but  this  did  not  excuse 
them  for  assaulting  people  or  ob- 
structing highways.

■UDOI  PLAYING  COMPLEXES 

Happy  is  that  bridge  player  who 
has  no  complexes.  Inferiority,  su- 
periority or  otherwise.  Particularly 
happy  is  the  bridge  player  who  can 
make  his  complexes  serve  him  and 
not  destroy  him. 

The  story  of  today  s  hand  centres 
around  a  bridge  player  who  suffers 
strongly  from  two  complexes.  The 
first  is  the  "playing  the  hand"  com- 
plex and  the  second  the  "no  trump" 
complex.  Either  of  these  complexes, 
If  unchecked,  may  be  fatal.

Whether  by  chance  or  otherwise. 
South  actually  had  stumbled  into 
the  correct  contract,  if  in  the  play 
he  could  reach  the  heights  he  had 
attained  in  the  bidding.  At  dia- 
monds. In  which  the  hand  should 
normally  play,  only  five-odd  can  be 
made  against  the  opening  lead  of  a 
club.  At  no  trump,  six-odd  can  be 
made  by  proper  play.  However,  the 
holder  of  this  hand  failed  to  vis- 
ualise Its  possibilities  when  the 
Dummy  went  down  after  West  had 
opened  a  heart.  Seeing  only  that  he 
must  somehow  rid  himself  of  the 
Ace  and  King  of  diamonds,  South 
carelessly  played  the  Knave  of 
hearts  from  the  Dummy  and  was, 
of  course,  compelled  to  overtake 
with  the  King  in  his  own  hand 
This  spelled  his  doom.  Realizing  his 
error  almost  as  soon  as  he  had 
made  1t.  he  sought  to  correct  it  by 
a  very  obvious  trap  for  a  weak  op- 
ponent. Realizing  now  that  he 
could  unblock  the  diamonds  by  dis- 
carding the  Ace  and  King  on  the 
high  cards  in  the  dummy,  he  led  the 
Queen  of  spades,  hoping  that  a 
kindly  adversary  would  win  with  the 
King  and  either  that  the  club  suit 
would  not  be  led,  or  that  If  East 
won  the  spade  trick,  that  he  also 
held  the  Ace  of  clubs  and  would  not 
lay  it  down  against  the  slam  con- 
tract. East,  as  it  happened,  did 
hold  the  King  of  spades,  but  while 
he  knew  that  by  taking  the  trick  he 
could  set  the  contract  at  least  one 
trick,  he  was  playing  for  bigger 
game.  Souths  Queen  of  spades 
held  the  trick  and  his  transparent 
ruse  was  defeated  Now  he  laid 
down  the  Ace  and  King  of  dia- 
monds as  further  concealment  in 
this  respect  could  do  him  no  good. 
His  next  trick  was  the  small  spade, 
and  this  trick  East  won  with  the 
King  and  returned  the  suit,  as  he 
now  had  Souths  Spade 
counted.  8outh  now 
nothing  but  lead  a  club  West 
played  the  ten.  but  East  overtook 
with  the  Knave  to  lead  the  fourth 


won  with  the  Ace  and  was  com- 
pelled to  lead  a  second  round  of 
clubs.  East  again  won,  cashed  his 
good  spade,  and  foUowed  with  the 
Ace  of  clubs,  thereby  making  three 
spades  and  three  clubs  and  defeat- 
ing the  contract  five  tricks,  a  high 
penalty  for  reckless  bidding  and  In- 
excusable play. 

While  South  should  never  have 
undertaken  a  contract  of  six  no 
trump,  actually  the  making  of  this 
contract  was  not  an  unusual  prob- 
lem in  unblocking.  The  Ace  of 
hearts  should  have  won  the  first 
trick,  and  upon  the  Queen  and 
Knave  of  hearts  South  must  dis- 
card the  Ace  and  King  of  diamonds. 
Six  rounds  of  diamonds  should  then 
follow  and  East  would  have  great 
difficulty  In  choosing  his  discards. 
He  must  discard  from  both  the  club 
and  spade  suits,  as  his  hand  was 
void  of  hearts  In  the  first  three 
leads.  If  East  parted  with  three 
clubs  and  two  spades.  South  dis- 
carding after  him  would  throw 
three  clubs  and  the  Queen,  ten  and 
trey  of  spades,  and  then,  by  leading 
a  club,  could  have  made  his  con- 
tract. If  East,  on  the  other  hand, 
discarded  three  spades  and  two 
clubs,  South  would  have  discarded 
five  clubs  and  one  spade,  and  would 
then,  by  leading  a  spade  from  the 
dummy,  make  his  small  slam. 

TODAY'S  POINTER 

Question:  What  are  the  objects 
of  scientific  bidding? 

Answer:  1st,  Penalties.  The 
greatest  gains  are  made  by  setting 
opponents.  Caution:  Beware  lest 
you  get  yourself  trapped! 

2nd.  Premiums  at  own  bid.  For 
this  object  slams  may  be  bid  when 
vulnerable  with  slightly  less  strength 
than  when  not  vulnerable — a  gam- 
bling chance. 

3rd.  Defence.  "Nothing,  not  even 
defence  play,  Is  more  difficult,  more 
important."  When  opponents  can- 
not be  pushed  up  so  that  you  may 
make  a  substantial  penalty  nor  can 
you  make  a  game,  you  still  may  be 
able  to  take  a  loss  that  will  be  less 
than  their  premiums.

Monthly  Report  of  Police  Depart- 
ment Reveals  Low  Average- 
Convictions  Total  170 


Automobile  accidents  were  further 
reduced  during  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober, until  now  they  average  only 
a  little  more  than  two  a  day.  ac- 
cording to  the  desk  sergeant's  re- 
port filed  at  the  City  Police  Com- 
mission yesterday.  The  average  has 
steadily  been  reduced  from  a  little 
more  than  five  a  day  in  August. 

There  was  a  total  of  eighty-one 
accidents  during  the  past  month,  in 
which  eight  persons  were  injured, 
one  seriously.  The  police  patrol  re- 
sponded to  204  calls  and  ten  cases 
of  first  aid  were  attended  to. 

A  total  of  170  convictions  were 
secured  in  police  court  and  four 
cases  sent  to  trial.  Fines  collected 
amounted  to  $1,860

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RAILWAY   IKKKiHT  RATES 


One  obvious  recommendation  that  is  likely 
to  ensue  as  a  result  of  the  investigation  of  a 
commission  into  the  transportation  system  of 
the  Dominion  is  increased  railway  freight  rates. 
A  situation  haa  been  created  In  which  the 
transcontinental  systems  must  derive  greater 
revenues.  Their  solvency  must  be  maintained. 
As  matters  stand  Canada  haa  the  lowest  railway 
rates  In  the  world.  In  proportion  to  other  costs 
In  this  country  that  condition  is  |H  wrong.  Our 
freight  rates  are  lower  than  thoae  In  Britain, 
France,  Germany,  8outh  Africa,  Australia  and 
the  United  SUtes.  That  Is  one  reason  why, 
since  economic  depression  ensued,  both  of  our 
transcontinental  railway  companies  have  been 
losing  heavily.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Company  has  decreased  its  dividend.  The 
Canadian  National  Railway  will  have  an  op- 
erating deficit  this  year  of  $55,000,000. 

Not  only  will  drastic  economies  have  to  be 
instituted  in  the  conduct  and  operation  of  the 
State-owned  system,  but,  as  well,  both  railways 
will  have  to  be  given  the  opportunity  of  earning 
more  money.  There  Is  no  argument  applicable 
to  the  present  situation  which  could  decree  any 
permanence  to  the  existing  freight  rates.  ' 
wonder  Is  that  the  Railway  Coi 
should  be  fully  informed  on  the  situation,  has 
not  stepped  in  long  since  and  changed  the  rail- 
way freight  rate  structure  by  placing  It  on  a 
basis  more  calculated  to  Insure  the  maintenance 
of  railway  solvency.  The  cost  of  living  has 
declined  appreciably  throughout  the  country 
Any  well  graduated  Increase  in  freight  rates 
would  only  have  insignificant  effects  on  living 
costs.  In  fact,  properly  designed,  such  freight 
rate  Increases  could  be  absorbed  without  being 
felt,  and  they  should  be  of  a  nature  which, 
combined  with  economies  in  operation  and  serv- 
ices, would  wipe  out  the  C.N.R.  deficit  and  re- 
dress the  loss  in  earning  power  of  the  C.P.R. 
The  question  is  not  a  political  one,  but  an  eco- 
nomic problem  calling  aloud  for  solution. 
Britain  has  sacrificed  politics  so  that  her  eco- 
nomic well  being  may  be  restored.  It  is  full  time 
that  Canada  should  do  the  same,  especially 
where  her  railway  problem  Is  concerned,  for  it 
is  easily  the  greatest  Issue  now  confronting  the 
country.

In  Britain  the  movement  for  fostering  home- 
made produce  Is  gaining  large  proportions.  It 
has  been  entered  into  enthusiastically  by  the 
shops.  '  Buy  British"  Is  the  slogan  of  the  times, 
and  the  people  are  responding  with  alacrity, 
perfectly  persuaded  that  growing  adherence  to 
this  practice  will  prove  a  large  factor  In  restor- 
ing a  greater  measure  of  prosperity.  All  the 
shop  windows  bear  the  legends:  "British  Made; 
Made  by  British  Workmen;  Entirely  Produced  in 
Britain;  Home  Grown  Produce,"  and  similar 
signs.  In  addition,  billboards  blazon  the  home- 
made campaign  on  every  hand;  the  motor  buses 
carry  the  signs;  the  appeal  Is  made  on  the 
underground  railways.  By  newspaper,  by  maga- 
zine, over  the  radio,  through  a  campaign  of 
personal  contact  with  the  consumers,  the  move- 
ment is  spreading.  There  is  personal  touch  with 
the  consumer  affecting  practically  every  com- 
modity of  daily  use.  Those  who  have  been  In 
the  habit  of  going  to  the  Continent  for  the 
Winter  months  are  being  urged  to  stay  at  home 
rather  than  exchange  their  money  for  depre- 
ciated values.  An  example  in  this  respect  has 
been  set  by  the  Duke  of  Connaught  and  Is  being 
widely  followed. 

The  slogan  "Buy  British"  was  first  sounded 
by  the  Prince  of  Wales.  It  has  been  taken  up  in 
every  home.  It  has  been  urged  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  through  special  appeals  by  all  the 
country's  leaders;  it  is  on  every  tongue;  it  is  now 
becoming  an  accepted  thing  In  every  home.  No 
movement  is  better  designed  to  correct  the 
adverse  balance  of  trade  from  which  Britain  is 
suffering.  In  this  respect,  as  in  so  many  others. 
Britain  Is  setting  an  example  to  other  nations 
in  the  matter  of  a  national  movement  for  a 
greater  measure  of  self  support.  It  Is  a  patriot- 
Ism  of  a  severely  practical  type,  supported  and 
fostered  In  every  possible  way  by  the  National 
Government.  Britain,  in  other  words,  is  working 
out  a  new  salvation  for  herself  in  times  of  eco- 
nomic stress.  There  Is  Inspiration  for  other 
units  of  the  Empire  in  what  she  Is  doing

Tryon,  the  other  successful  Conservative  candi- 
date in  the  same  constituency,  was  little  behind 
with  a  majority  of  62,041.  In  Hendon.  Sir  P. 
Cunllffe-Llster  had  a  majority  of  51,000,  and 
Mr.  P.  J.  H.  Hannon,  in  Moseley,  was  returned 
by  39  642  votes.  In  all  the  history  of  democracy 
no  more  overwhelming  majorities  were  ever 
given  than  in  the  case  of  the  British  election. 

It  Is  the  inability  to  think  clearly  and  con- 
secutively that  Is  one  of  the  greatest  handicaps 
from  which  the  world  labors  in  Its  efforts  to 
bring  about  better  dispensations.  Of  this  Pro- 
fessor Gilbert  Murray  says;  "If  we  could  only 
apply  to  the  more  important  things  of  life,  per- 
sonal and  social,  the  same  sort  of  intelligent 
and  Independent  attention  which  a  good 
cricketer  or  lawn  tennis  player  applies  to  his 
game,  I  believe  we  should  be  centuries  nearer 
to  that  'g«od  life  for  man'  which,  according  to 
Aristotle,  is  the  final  cause  of  human  society." 

Nowhere  in  Britain  was  there  a  greater  turn- 
over in  political  complexion  than  In  Lancashire 
the  county  reputed,  above  all  others,  to  favor 
Free  Trade.  Before  the  election  there  were 
thirty-eight  seats  held  by  Labor,  twenty-one  by 
Conservatives,  four  by  Liberal  and  two  by  Na- 
tional Labor.  There  are  now  sixty-six  members 
supporting  the  National  Government  and  five 
Socialists.  The  only  Liberal  returned  in  all  Lan 
cashire  was  Sir  Herbert  Samuel. 

Mr  Stanley  Baldwin  says  that  true  knowledge 
covers  a  very  wide  field.

Professor  F.  H.  Soward,  of  the  University  of 
British  Columbia,  has  told  a  Victoria  audience 
that  Soviet  Russia  Is  anxious  only  "for  peaceful 
co-operation,  that  she  is  completely  preoccupied 
with  her  own  affairs,  and  that,  for  the  present 
at  least,  she  has  no  ambition  towards  aggres- 
sion." His  statement  In  this  respect  Is  hardly 
borne  out  by  the  trial  of  Communists  in  Toronto 
which  has  ended  in  their  conviction  and  their 
sentence  to  terms  varying  from  five  to  two 
years.  Thoae  Communists,  it  was  proved 
by  evidence,  received  money  from  Moscow,  and 
to  earn  it  engineered  a  campaign  of  aggression 
In  Canada.  They  were  the  myrmidons  of  the 
Bolshevists,  anxious  to  promote  revolution  in 
this  British  Dominion,  and  conspiring  at  the 
behest  of  the  Third  Internationale.  Even  the 
instructions  aa  to  how  they  were  to  proceed  In 
a  campaign  of  disruption  were  received  from 
Russia. 

Professor  Soward  conveys  a  false  Impression.

The  learned  professor  will  say. 
and  all  the  snobbish  Liberal  news- 
papers and  broad-minded  com-

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COSMIC  THKOKIES 

Sir— The  editorial  columns  fre- 
quently contain  short  but  Interest 
Ing  and  elucidating  diatribes  on 
scientific  subject*,  in  particular  as- 
tronomy. In  a  recent  discussion  on 
"Cosmic  Theories,"  the  authority  ol 
81r  James  Jeans  Is  freely  quoted. 
"The  subject  is  the  vastest  specula- 1 
tlon  of  mankind,  and  the  changes 
which  have  taken  place  In  thej 
knowledge  that  exists  Indicate  that 
astronomy  is  an  experimental  sci- 
ence, which  like  all  such,  is  aiming 
at  perfection,  as  yet  far  from  being 
attained."  True,  indeed.  It  may  be 
pointed  out  here  that  astronomy  is 
closely  related  to  religion;  in  fact, 
the  one  is  incomplete  without  the 
other.  This,  however,  is  not  ap- 
parent on  the  surface,  and  many 
religionists  would  flatly  deny  such  a 
statement.  The  legends  of  the 
mythology  of  many  lands  are  more 
otten  than  not  based  on  truth  and 
astronomical  facts.  We  moderns 
may  Judge  them  as  merely  pretty  or 
weird  fancies,  yet  the  ancients  gen- 
erally knew  what  they  were  talking 
about,  though  they  insisted  upon 
expressing  these  great  truths  in  al-  j 
legortcal  form.  They  saw  perhaps 
less  of  the  material  side  of  the  great 
phenomena  of  the  universe  and 
more  o:  the  spiritual,  and  lr.  that 
respect  were  they  so  much  the 
closer  to  reality,  for  reality  is  far 
less  material  than  we  moderns  care 
to  think;  and  many  sciences,  and 
amongst  them  astronomy,  seen  from 
this  angle,  harbor  many  Illusions. 

What  we  perceive  through  the 
medium  of  the  Ave  senses  Is  merely 
the  physical  aspect  of  things  mani- 
festing on  the  physical  plane, 
whereas  It  is  the  nature  of  Being  to 
manifest  in  all  worlds  on  seven 
planes  or  a  multiple  of  seven.  As  all 
things  are  built  on  the  same  pat- 
tern from  an  atom  to  a  solar  sys- 
tem, we  find  through  the  law  ofj 
analogy  operating  throughout,  that 
man  is  an  epitome  of  the  universe. 

Sir  James  believes  that  the  sun 
loses  more  than  four  million  tons 
of  mass  every  second  in  the  form  of 
sunlight  and  sun  heat,  and  this 
would  be  perfectly  logical  if  the  sun 
was  merely  a  physical  mass  of  fiery 
gases  and  glowing  matter,  which  it 
most  assuredly  is  not.  That  the  sun 
is  an  entity  ts  accepted  by  but  very 
few  scientists  in  the  Western  world 
today 

If  we  are  able  In  our  minds  to 
picture  the  cosmic  endowed  with 
intelligent  life,  we  at  once  have  a 
key  to  many  baffling  mysteries,  and 
the  sooner  we  let  go  of  the  Idea  that 
merely  our  earth  is  inhabited  and 
that  sun  and  plants  are  uninhabited 
and  uninhabitable,  the  sooner  shall 
lm-  we  arrive  at  a  true  cosmo  concep- 
tion. The  visible,  the  tangible,  the 
corruptible  will  then  be  seen  as  but 
an  aspect  of  the  invisible,  the  in- 
tangible and  incorruptible,  and  one 
Is  able  to  conceive  of  the  universe  a 
reality  not  only  physically,  but  also 
metaphysically  and  spiritually.  He 
who  wrote  "There  are  more  things 
In  heaven  and  on  earth  than  are 
dreamt  of  in  your  philosophy.'' 
voiced  a  truism

Commissioner  Andrew  Mc- 
Gavin  Urges  Amendment 
in  Motor  Vehicles  Act 


"It  is  nothing  but  legalized  rob- 
bery." declared  Commissioner  An- 
drew McGavln  at  yesterday's  meet- 
ing of  the  city  police  commission, 
when  alluding  to  the  fines  that  had 
to  be  paid  for  failing  to  carry  a 
driver's  licence  while  operating  an 
automobile. 

Commissioner  McGavln  filed  a 
resolution,  which  was  passed  unani- 
mously, urging  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment to  amend  Its  law  governing 
drivers'  licences,  so  that  a  driver 
would  be  allowed  twenty-four  hours 
in  which  to  produce  it  without 
Jeopardizing  his  position  in  court  or 
any  damage  r"  that  he  might  in- 
stitute. 

The  commissioner  said  that  a 
motorist  failing  to  carry  his  driver's 
licence  was  subject  to  fine  or  im- 
prisonment. Ordinarily,  however,  a 
fine  of  $5  was  imposed,- he  said. 

"I  cannot  see  what  difference  It 
makes  to  the  driving  ability  of  a 
motorist  whether  he  has  his  licence 
about  his  person  or  not.  I  think  if 
more  care  was  taken  in  issuing  the 
licences  more  good  would  be  done 
There  are  people  given  licences  who 
should  not  have  them,  particularly 
Juveniles."  Mr.  McGavln  said. 

"The  law  ls  not  only  ridiculous 
but  unjust.  A  woman's  damage  suit 
was  thrown  out  of  court  recently 
Just  because  she  did  not  happen  to 
have  her  driver's  licence  on  her  per- 
son at  the  time  of  the  accident."

LONDON.  Nov.  11.— The  combina- 
tion of  two  materials  for  heavier 
dresses  gives  scops  to  the  color  ex- 
pert for  tones  that  contrast  as  well 
as  tones  that  harmonize.

In  the  preamble  to  the  resolution 
emphasis  was  plaoed  on  the  steadily 
increasing  cost  of  armaments, 
mounting  last  year  w  »5  0(Mt  (km) 
despite  the  fact  that  the  pledge  em- 
bodied in  Article  8  of  the  covenant 
of  the  League  of  Nations,  and  en- 
dorsed by  fifty  four  nati.  .as.  .  alird 
for  the  reduction  of  armaments  "to 
the  lowest  point  consistent  with 
national  safety."  In  the  resolution 
Itself  emphasis  wa.s  plai  *-d  on  the 
choice  of  delegates  "regardless  of 
party  politics;  persons  of  outstand- 
ing character  and  ability  who  thor- 
oughly believe  in  disarmament  and 
not  military  experts  or  persons  who 
rftWht  profit  financially  by  war,  and 
that  said  delegates  be  appointed  as 
soon  as  possible  and  be  Informed  of 
the  committee  on  which  they  will 
be  expected  to  work  so  that  they 
will  have  time  to  pre  para  them- 
selves beforehand  to  give  the  most 
efficient  service  possible  to  the  end 
that  war  may  be  outlawed  and 
peace  established." 

CANADA'S  PLACE 

While  Miss  McQuarrie  gave  a 
comprehensive  survey  of  the  whole 
history  of  the  evolution  of  the  move 
to  abolish  war,  the  major  part  of

,ed  (in  what  was  afterward, 
named  the  League  of  Nations)  by 
Ave  members.  Canada,  through  Sir 
Rcbert  Borden,  objected  to  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  representation  from 
the  Dominions  and  British  India 
should  be  limited  to  one  delegate, 
and  although  this  created  some 
excitement  in  the  Mother  Country, 
it  was  finally  settled  that  Canada 
should  have  the  same  status  as 
Belgium.  The  withdrawal  of  the 
United  States  from  the  League  had 
left  Canada  finally  the  sole  spokes- 
man for  North  America. 

"Never  did  the  Dominions  and 
India  feel  more  at  one  with  the 
Home  Government  than  at  the 
League  meetings,  where  they  had 
chances  to  discuss  matters  of  com- 
mon interest  which  they  had  never 
berore  enjoyed,"  commented  the 
speaker. 

CANADA'S  DELEGATES 
At  the  first  assembly  Canada  was 
represented  by  81r  George  Foster,  the 
late  Rt.  Hon.  Charles  Doherty,  and 
Hon.  N.  W.  Rowell.  KC.  Canada 
at  this  assembly  secured  the  right 
to  make  separate  nominations  for 
the  world  s  court  of  Justice,  but 
strongly  opposed  a  suggestion  by  the 
Italian  delegation  that  raw  mate- 
rial be  under  the  control  of  the 
League,  that  being  contrary  to  the 
best  Interests  of  the  Dominions. 
Canada's  prominence  in  the  League 
discussions  arose,  however,  over  her 
attitude  to  Article  10  of  the  Cov- 
enant 8ir  Robert  Borden  had  urged 
Its  omission  or  amendment  on  the 
ground  that  it  Implied  a  recognition 
of  all  existing  territorial  delimita- 
tion as  Just  and  expedient,  which 
he  feared,  would  stifle  national  as- 
pirations. American  opinion  later 
reflected  the  same  distrust  of  Euro- 
pean entanglements.  Mr.  Doherty 
had  also  asked  for  the  elimination 
of  Article  10  as  containing  a  dan- 
fjerous  principle,  and  emphaslting 
that  no  member  should  be  und-r 
obligation  to  go  to  war  without  the 
consent  of  Its  parliament. 

Miss  McQuarrle  rehearsed  some 
of  Miss  Macphall's  arguments  on 
behalf  of  disarmament  and  the  con- 
stitution of  the  delegation  which  Is 
to  be  sent  to  the  conference  In  Feb- 
ruary.

Dr.  Crosby  was  or- 
dained by  Dr.  Morley  Punshon  on  his  visit  here  in  Confedera- 
tion year,  and  the  three  years  ]  Provincial  Buildings  at  the  time  of 
later  began  his  remarkable  ca- 
reer of  missionary  service-  among 
the  natives  of  British  Columbia  by 
building  In  1874  the  church  that 
was  burner"  last  8unday. 

An  additional  point  of  contact  is 
found  in  the  connection  of  Rev.  C. 
M.  Tate,  a  resident  for  a  number 
of  years  of  this  city,  with  Port 
Simpson.  It  was  in  the  Methodist 
mission  room  on  Herald  Street  here 
in  the  early  seventies  that  Indian* 
from  the  North  were  converted  to 
Christianity,  and  returning  formed 
the  nucleus  of  the  religious  move- 
ment which,  within  ten  years. -em- 
braced ten  missions,  sixteen  preach- 
ing places,  with  an  attendance  of 
J. 400  natives. 

Mr.  Tate  was  one  of  the  leaders 
in  the  Herald  Street  Mission  and 
took  with  him  when  he  went  North 
In  April.  1874,  a  young  Indian  con- 
vert, William  Henry  Pierce,  who  Is 
still  an  active  missionary  of  the

The  new  missionary  met  with  an 
enthusiastic  response  when  he  ap- 
pealed to  the  converts  to  build  a 
church.  They  brought  their  cash 
in  trade,  the  Hudson's  Bay 
blankets,  which  were  worth  $1.50 
each.  Those  who  had  no  blankets 
laid  down  a  musket  or  some  furs, 
until  about  $400  in  all  had  been 
subscribed.  With  the  assistance  of 
white  people  in  the  neighborhood 
and  mission  funds  and  the  labor  of 
the  natives,  a  commodious  house  of 
worship  with  a  spire  was  put  up 
capable  of  holding  about  800  peo- 
ple. A  schooihouse  was  added 
and  the  Port  8impson  cause  be- 
came a  centre  of  Christian  Influ- 
ence throughout  the  neighboring 
territory,  which  has  continued 
during  the  intervening  half  cen- 
tury.

Four  million  pounds  of  vitamin- 
bearing  foodstuffs  have  been  added 
to  the  dietary  of  about  120,000  ol 
the  175,000  people  in  the  reliel 
area  of  Southern  Saskatchewan,  it 
the  estimate  made  at  United 
Church  headquarters,  from  which 
comes  the  report  that  103  loads  ol 
produce  have  been  shlpred  to  this 
district  during  the  last  two  months 
Thirteen  of  these  cars  went  from 
British  Columbia.  It  Is  estimated 
that  on  the  average  each  of  the 
103  cars  is  worth  $400  at  market 
prices  and  that  each  load  is  being 
distributed  among  about  300  fami- 
lies. Shipment  of  more  than  $125.- 
000  worth,  or  fifty  tons  of  used 
clothing,  is  announced. 

In  last  week's  Canadian  Church- 
man Canon  C.  W.  Vernon,  secre- 
tary of  the  Church  of  England  So- 
cial Service  Council  calls  attention 
to  the  primate's  appeal  for  clothing 
and  money  for  the  "Special  West- 
ern Relief  Fund."  The  council 
office  Is  receiving  letters  picturing 
great  distress,  telling  of  children 
clad  In  sacks  and  families  which 
had  not  tasted  tea  for  a  year.  The 
Toronto  Diocesan  W.A.  has 
sent  five  tons  of  clothing. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  thi  need 
will  continue  at  least  until  next 
harvest.    It  Is  expected    that  the 
diocese  of  Columbia  will  make  lta  < 
contribution  to  the  relief  fund  in. 
the  near  future.

INVENTED  BY  PLAYER 
Ever  since  one  can  remember, 
there  was  a  slight  "W"  formation, 
but  It  became  very  much  deeper 
with  the  alteration  of  the  offside 
rule.  Players  who  are  constantly 
suggesting,  for  their  own  ends,  that 
there  Is  no  such  thing  as  the  "W" 
formation,  that  it  exists  only  In  the 
minds  of  Journalists,  should  remem-  I 
ber  that  It  was  not  only  Invented 
but  christened  by  a  player.  Billy 
Olllespie,  of  Sheffield  United,  claims 
to  have  thought  of  It  at  the  same 
time  as  Andy  Wilson;  but,  In  any 
case,  It  was  a  player  s  move. 

It  has  also  been  suggested  that 
the  third  fullback  game  Is  an  old 
formation.  Invented  by  Noah  or 
Adam.  Coming  down  to  more  re- 
cent times,  it  is  said  that  Hudders- 
fleld  had  It  before  the  Arsenal.  It 
Is  not  so.  Wilson,  the  Huddersfleld 
centrehalf  for  many  years,  never 
bore  the  slightest  resemblance  to  a 
third  fullback. 

After  the  Cup  final  of  1928  a 
diagram  was  printed  In  The  Dally 
to  show  that  Wilson  was 
nowhere  near  the  Blackburn  Rovers' 
centre  forward  when  the  latter  got 
the  pa««  down  tne  middle  that  led 
to  the  Rovers'  third  goal.  Wilson 
never  policed  the  opposing  centre 
forward. 

And  the  third  fullback  game  Is 
not  the  end  of  the  story.   It  is  up 


lying  farther  forward. 

Why  should  not  the  centre  for- 
ward occasionally  play  well  back, 
drawing  the  opposing  centrehalf 
with  him.  while  the  inside  wingers 
go  forward?  This  is  the  "M"  for- 
mation used  by  some  Continental 
teams.  Of  course,  the  success  of 
any  formation  depends  on  the  men 
who  art  working  It.  It  Is  not  of 
much  use  pushing  a  forward  well 
up  if  he  is  no  goal -getter.

International  Aero  Body  Ac- 
cepted Stainforth's  New 
World  Speed  Mark 


Acceptance  by  the  International 
Aeronautical  Federation  of  the  new 
world  spew}  rfeOOrd  of  655  kilometres 
per  hour  (representing  407.5  miles 
an  hour),  sets  the  seal  of  world 
recognition  on  the  marvelous  feat 
performed  by  Plight-Lieutenant 
8tainforth  over  Southampton  Water 
scarcely  six  weeks  ago. 

The  pilot's  own  estimate  of  his 
speed,  411  miles  per  hour,  expressed 
in  conversation  with  friends  on  his 
return  from  his  dazzling  twenty- 
eight  minutes  of  the  fastest  flying 
in  history,  was  astonishingly  near 
the  mark.  His  perfect  piloting,  the 
slight  modifications  to  the  racing 
seaplane,  and  the  Increased  power 
got  from  the  mighty  engine  com- 
bined to  push  the  record  figure  up 
beyond  the  coveted  400  miles  per 
hour  mark.  and.  scarcely  less  Im- 
portant, raised  it  over  650  kilometres 
per  hour. 

SUPREMACY  ESTABLISHED 

At  the  same  time,  the  federation

TIMING  DIFFICULT 
Air  speeds  of  the  modern  order  of 
magnitude  introduce  grave  timing 
difficulties.  Stalnforth  drove  his 
machine  through  the  air  at  the  rate 
of  more  than  600  feet  a  second,  and 
stop-watch  timing,  with  Its  possible 
error  of  three-fifths  of  a  second, 
even  with  highly  skilled  operators 
at  either  end  of  the  measured 
course,  can  clearly  lead,  at  such 
colossal  speeds,  to  grave  discrepan- 
cies, particularly  over  a  course  as 
short  as  the  three  kilometres 
(9.840  feet)  prescribed  by  interna- 
tional regulations.

RADIO  FENCE 

\K  mnmrn  n 
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System  of   Signals  Will 
Guide  Planes  Between 
Coast  Cities 

The  establishment  of  a  "radio 
fence"  along  the  1,200-mile  mail  and 
passenger  airway  between  Seattle 
and  California  points  by  the  aero- 
nautics branch  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce  has  been 
announced  by  United  Air  Line  offl- 
cllas. 

Radio  beams,  broadcast  by  direc- 
tive beacon  stations,  to  be  erected  at 
8eattle  and  five  other  coast  cities, 
.will  mark  the  boundaries  of  the  air- 
way. With  the  system  In  operation, 
the  pilots  flying  the  route  on  their 
correct  course  will  hear  a  continu- 
ous series  of  radio  "dash"  signals. 
When  the  plane  deviates  to  the  left 
of  the  airway,  the  signals  will 
change  to  a  "dash-dot"  signal,  and 
if  the  plane  veers  to  the  right  of  its 
course,  the  correct  signal  is  supple- 
mented by  a  series  of  "dot-dash" 
signals. 

When  the  system  is  Installed, 
pilots  will  be  able  to  identify  the 
■position  of  their  planes,  with  re- 
spect to  the  airway,  at  all  times.  All 
official  mail  and  passenger  planes 
flying  the  route  will  be  equipped  to 
receive  the  radio  signals.

Bearish  News  Brings  Heavy 
Selling  in  Last  Hour 
at  Winnipeg 


WINNIPEQ.  Nov.  13  (CP).— Bear- 
ish news  from  all  quarters  forced 
prices  down  again  for  the  third 
consecutive  day  on  Winnipeg  grain 
market  today.  Buying  support  was 
never  in  evidence  throughout  the 
session,  and  at  the  close  values  were 
2  5-8  to  2  1-8  cents  lower. 

The  bearish  Government  crop 
estimate,  weak  cables  and  only 
scattered  export  business  brought 
out  heavy  selling  which  developed 
into  Urge-scale  liquidation  In  the 
final  hour.  Rye  was  the  bright  spot 
on  the  board,  preventing  a  more 
serious  decline  in  wheat  options. 

November  wheat  broke  2  5-8,  to 
close  at  62  5-8.  December.  2  1-2  to 
2  3-8  at  63  to  63  1-8;  May.  2  1-4  to 
2  1-8  at  67  1-4  to  67  3-8,  and  July, 
2  1-4  to  2  3-8  at  68. 

The  demand  for  rye  followed  the 
Government  report  showing  a  de- 
rrrased  crop  In  that  grain,  though 
the  estimate  showed  a  26,000,000- 
bushel  increase  over  previous  sur- 
veys earlier  this  year. 

Activity  was  again  apparent  in 
cash  grams,  though  spreads  closed 
practically  unchanged.  Low  grade 
oats  and  various  varieties  of  barley 
were  also  in  good  demand  along 
with  rye  in  the  coarse  grains  section.

MOUSES  HOP 

Wheat  Production  for  Sea- 
son Now  Placed  at  298,- 
000.000  Bushels 


By  CHARUE8  LTKCH 

OTTAWA.  Nov  13  (CDN).— Can- 
ada's wheat  crop  for  1931,  according 
to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statis- 
tics, is  now  estimated  at  298.000.000 
bushels,  or  26.600,000  more  than  last 
September's  estimate  and  much  be- 
low the  1930  total  of  397.900,000.  For 
the  first  time  the  bureau  uses  pre- 
liminary acreage  figures  taken  from 
the  1031  census  In  arriving  at  this 
year's  yield. 

According  to  the  crop  report,  In- 
creases in  both  acreage  and  produc- 
tion are  largely  confined  to  the 
Northern  areas  of  the  two  Western 
Provinces,  where  the  crop  was  late 
and  where  wet  harvesting  weather 
resulted  In  a  lot  of  tough  and  damp 
wheat. 

VISIBLE  SUPPLY 

"Probably  a  considerable  portion 
of  this  offgrade  wheat  will  not  be 
marketed,"  says  the  report.  "Deliv- 
eries and  shipments  of  wheat  to 
date  have  been  brtak  In  Manitoba 
and  Saskatchewan,  but  tardy  In 
Alberta.  About  155.000,000  bushels 
of  wheat  have  become  visible  since 
August  1." 

Up  to  October  30,  133,400.000 
bushels  of  wheat  had  been  deliv- 
ered or  shipped  In  Manitoba,  Sas- 
katchewan and  Alberta.  Manitoba 
and  Saskatchewan  had  marketed 
their  wheat  briskly— 16.400.000  and 
67.200,000  bushels  respectively— and 
a  good  percentage  of  the  estimated 
production  of  the  three  province!  la 
now  visible,  says  the  report.  Alberta 
threshing  and  marketing  were  de- 
layed by  wet  weather,  but  there  16 
is  usual  for  wheat  to  come  forward 
more  slowly  while  higher  proportions 
are  utilized  as  feed.
